COLLECT COLORADO-SPECIFIC DATA THAT INVOLVES HEALTH OUTCOMES17
ASSOCIATED WITH CANNABIS FROM ALL-PAYER CLAIMS DATA, HOSPITAL18
DISCHARGE DATA, AND AVAILABLE PEER-REVIEWED RESEARCH STUDIES.".19
